ANNUAL REPORT 


ON A 


Superintending School Committee, 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING, Mar. Ist., 1878. 








Believing the interest of our schools demand that 
their condition and wants be more generally understood, 
and that all personal reflections upon the teachers to be 
useless and unkind, | shall make this more of a school 
report, and less of a teachers report than my preceding 
one. 

In every case, when defects have been discovered in 
the method of teaching, they have been immediately 
corrected ; and a tardy rehearsal of them here would not 
be beneficial, from the tact that I cannot prevail upon 
the people of this town to visit the schools, and see for 
themselves. I shall in this public way mention some 
of the improvements of the past year; some of our 
past errors, and some of our future needs. In many 
cases there his been an improvement in those little de- 
tails that make the school-room cheerful and comforta- 
ble. I feel like expressing my thanks to those commit- 
tees, who by personal effort have brightened the school-

room and implanted or strengthened a higher feeling ot 
refinement by this simple act. But in many cases the 
‘¢ penny wise and pound foolish” policy has been pur- 
sued, ‘* we want as long school as possible and although 
the blackboard needs a new coat of paint, and the walls 
a coat of whitewash, I guess it will go this year.” A 
cheap teacher is hired and is expected to have a long in- 
teresting term. ‘This is all wrong; your cheap teacher 
usually (not always,) lacks the fire that stimulates and 
inspires. 

The scholars haven’t the right model, and are form- 
iag wrong habits of study ; they lack the inspiration that 
makes hard study a plea-ure, the surroundings are gloomy 
and they become discouraged and morose. 

I had almost said, that the shorter such a term the 
better, and fully believe a term of half the length with 
an earnest teacher and pleasant surroundings, would do 
more to develope the strong, brave aspiring men and 
women that we so much need. 

If instead of electing your prudential committees in 
regular rotation, you would elect a person who is inter- 
ested and keep him in office, and he in turn hire a good 
teacher and keep him, all this unprofitable experiment- 
ing with new teachers could be prevented. 

We need to exercise more care in selecting teachers. 
In some cases teach.rs have been hired without being 
known, or even seen, by the committee, and set to work 
without visiting the S. S.C. Such a course may prove 
successful, but the risk is too great. 

We need a more systematic classification of our 
schools. The teachers time is divided into so many 
small sections that they have time only for a few hur- 
ried questions. Our district school teachers have, as 
an average, twenty-five classes to hear in one day, 
when in justice they should have only half that number. 


But I will turn from our wants and speak of some of — 


our actual possessions. 


Our Primary and Grammar schools are realities of — 


which we may be proud. Credit is due to the com- 
mittee that retained the same teachers to labor in those — 
schools ; but the highest praise should be given to the ©

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teacbers who have raised the schools so near perfection. 
But in our case as in a previous one ‘‘ there was given a 
thorn in the flesh,” Our High school is so far below 
what it should be, that it is like a thorn in those who 
are interested. Circumstance precludes the possibility 
of retaining the same teacher, for any great length of 
time. 

This had a bad influence upon the school, and in ad- 
dition to this, I believe that the lifeless condition of our 
village, and the general lassitude that prevails has a ten- 
dency to diminish the energy of those scholars who 
should be so keenly alive. Our high school should be 
of so high a grade that it would draw in from the outside 
districts those scholars that desire to continue a course 
of study. Ifthe school is ever raised to its proper rank, 
it will be through the united efforts of some earnest, ca- 
pable teacher, and all the people of the district who are 
interested, 

The W inter Term in District No, 4, was a partial 
failure, for want of tact in governing on ‘the part of the 
teacher and a great lack of interest with the district. 
In No. 13, the interestthat should have rem uined in the 
day school, was transferred to evening parties. All the 
remaining schools were well conducted, and creditable 
work has been accomplished. Perhaps the teacher of 
the winter term in district No. 1 & 7, deserve a word 
of commendation for the degree of interest maintained 
throughout the very long term. 


A part of the difficulty of classification could be re- 
moved, by a uniformity of Text Books, and, that all 
may know what books are to be used for the next three 
years, I will give a list of books that have been accept- 
ed the school year for 1877-78.
